when “Big Bertha” came west 
from the Portland shops as Num- 
ber 3700 similarly labeled, 

Neither were allowed by’ cus- 
toms officials at Stanhope to en- 
ter Canada until the 17th of May 
when the title of the new subsid- 
jary company—Grand Trunk—had 
replaced the Canadian National 
name, the reason being a U, S, as- 
signed engine remaining in Can-’ 
ada, or vice-versa, longer than for- 
ty-eight hours required the pay- 
ment of duties. 

For six months following the 
great flood of 1927, this line mov- 
ed the bulk of all traffic in and 
out of disaster stricken Vermont 
via Groveton and Woodsville to 
White River Junction using Grand 
Trunk crews and locomotives 
while the railways of that state 
were rebuilt, and the deluxe 
Washington - Montreal passenger 
trains operated through Bethel for 
nearly two months, 

As a Canadian line, the route 
through Bethel withstood the de- 
pression better than other New 
England roads. The grain traffic 
remained, not quite as heavy as in 
Past years, but the Montreal to 
Old Orchard Beach excursion 
trains ran steadily each summer. 


For several weeks following the 


hurricane of 1938, central New 
England traffic, including the 
crack “Washingtonian” and “Mon- 
trealer” Expresses once more mov- 
ed by way of Bethel, and like the 
First World War, the Second came 
to the local line much earlier 
than to the rest of the country. 
Trains of heavy bauxite ore re- 
quiring two engines to move them 
were daily sights through Bethel 
from 1939 on into America’s en- 
tering the hostilities and again 
locomotives were transferred from 
GT’s Western lines in Michigan 
to keep the escalation of traffic 
moving. . 

The postwar boom this time was 
different for the railways. Truck- 
‘ing and airline firms through sub- 
sidies, entered active competition, 
and an early goal for every fam- 
ily was a new car. Worse, for the 
local line, Halifax continued to 
expand after its days as a major 
embarkation point, and by 1950 
had all but replaced Portland as 
Canada’s principal winter port. 
Within a few years, even the tok- 
en grain extras were lost to the 
newly constructed St. Lawrence 
Seaway. 

In June 1958, the steam locomo- 
tives of the local lines were re- 
placed by the multiple-control die- 
sel-clectric as a source of power, 
resulting in longer trains than ey- 
er passing through, but less fre- 
quently. Of the many magnificent 
steam locomotives assigned this 
line through the years only one 
remains, the Mogul 713, now dis- 
played inside the Museum of Sci- 
ence building in Ottawa following 
along career as a main line 
freight and Lewiston Branch en 
gine from 1900 to 1955, and as 
motive power for the Museum 
Train's Grand Tour of the Mari- 
times in 1956 on across Canada to 
the 1958 British Columbia Cenfen- 
nial at Vancouver. 

On September 6, 1961, passen- 
ger train Number 17, the final 
vestige of old Number 1’s sched- 
ule, arrived and departed Bethel;

ever. 


Throughout the early 1970's; ,

was undertaken, at a cost of near-

rail. And with an expenditure ap- 
proaching seven million dollars 
for fifteen new 2000 horsepower 
diesel-electric locomotives in 1975 
for direct Poruand-Toronto ser- 
vieo, it is highly indicative that as 
long as there are railroads left in 
this wountry for trains to run up- 
on, this line through Bethel will 
be one of then.

A number of procurement 
specialists from Federal civilian 
agencies, representatives of the 
armed forces, and several prime 
government contractors will be on 
hand for the conference. These 
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experts will be available far per- 
sonal consultation with individual 
businessmen concerning the op- 
portunities in their sarticular pro- 
duct or service. In addition, two 
seminars are planned to explain 
government procurement and con- 
tractual procedures and to point

The Department of Commerce,
